Just whether the Federal and other 
officers of “the law are inefficient, or 
corrupt: or both, we do not know, but

prohibition law is being broken ‘in prac- 
tically every one of the hundreds of. sa- 
loons in San Franciseo, and in évery 
other town arourid the bay, including 
Richmond. 

There must be some reason for this. 
The officials are either a lot of bone- 
be or they are getting a vp from 

riminals, and they can take’ either hort 
of the dilemma they wish. Théy know 
that booze is about as easy to get in the 
saloons by the drink..or bottle today 
as it was before prohibition. They can- 
hot help but know it. Anybody ‘arid 
everybody knows it that has eyés with 
which to see. Then why do not the of- 
ficers'of the law put a stop to this booze 
selling? What can anybody think. other 
than that’ they are getting paid to be 
blind? What other solution is there to 
arrive at? 

There is no less than a dozen places 
‘right here in Richmond where anybody 
kniown to the keepers can get either a 
drink or a bottle of liquor. The officers 
cannot help but know it, and everybody 
else knows it.
